The child, in company with Mrs. 


W oods, was on the sid ‘walk near the 
north entrance to the court house, 
and in steering bis car 
diagonally 
towards the curbstone in order 
to 
park it, Mr. McCorkle, accidentally 
pressed his foot on the accelerator, 
instead o f the brake, and tin* 
car 
bounded up onto the sidewalk. 


Mrs. Woods was knocked down, 
hut was not seriously injured. Either 
the fender or the huh cat» on the* ma­ 
chine struck the little girl in the head 
causing her to fall unconscious, and 
the blow caused a concussion o f the 
brain, a fracture 
being 
narrowly 
averted. 


The injured child was picked 
up 
by James Dill, a fanner living north 
of here, and he carried her 
a c r o ss 
the street to the Dr. Green hospital, 
where Drs. Lowell and Frank Green 
attended to her injuries. 
She regained consciousness short­ 
ly afterw ards and was femoved 
to 
her home. No bones were broken, the 
physicians stated. 


Aside from the severe shork to the 
child's brain, ft he attending physi­ 


c i a n s do not believe that >’»e 
will 
suffer any ill effects from tin*

FEDERAL MAN WILL 


TEST DAIRY HERDS 


Dr. Alexander Coming Tuesday 
to 
Qualify Dairymen For New City 
Milk Ordinance 


TO BE IN COUNTY FOUR DAYS 


Dr. Alexander o f the United States 
department 
o f agriculture will come 
to Rushville Tuesday to test herds o f 
cattle which have not been given 
the tuberculin test, so that 
owners 
o f herds supplying milk in Rushvilb* 
may comply with llie new milk ordin­ 
ance, which Wit' passed under 
su s­ 
pension o f rules by the city council 
last Tuesday night and will become 
effective ;t' soon as legal publication 
has be*m given for three week'. 


Dr. Alexander is expected to spend 
four days in Ru-h 
county 
giving 
dairy herds the test, and In* will I k * 
accompanied by 
Donald D. 
Ball, 
county agricultural agent. 


Dr. Alexander (lias been in Rush 
count v before' on a similar mission, 
and his work resulted 
in several 
herds being accredited by the U. 
S. 
department o f agriculture. 


Up to the time the ordinance was 
passed, only four herds from which 
milk is supplied to Enshviile patrons, 
had been given the tuberculin 
test 
and found free from disease. 


The ordinance applies to 
every 
person owning one or more 
cow s 
from which milk is sold in Rushville. 
In order to obtain a 
license, 
the 
dairyman is required to present the 
sworn statem ent o f a veterinarian to 
the effect that he cow of a 
certain 
name and description is free from 
di-ease.

Large crowds attended tin* home­ 
coming servie«** at the 
St. 
Paul’s 
Methodist Episcopal church, Sunday, 
which marked the reopening of the 
church, which lia^ been closed for 
several weeks on account of repairs 
and installation o f a new 
furnace.

He spoke in part 
as follows. 
The hill o f Zion was a symbol of 
Jerusalem and of the temple. Today 
it is a symbol of the 
church. 
The 
Jews loved the very roads that led 
to Zion. “ Blessed is the man in whose 
heart are the ways to Zion. 
When 
they had been in exile, they returned 
with singing into Zion. We who have 
been in exile follow in their 
st«*ps 


today. 
St. Paul’s church is our Zion, made 
sacred by a thousand precious mem­ 
ories 
and experiences. 
Here 
the 
s a i n t s and the seers, the* fathers and 
the mothers, o f the past, met 
and 
worshipped. Here they brought their 
sins and 
found 
forgiveness 
and 
peace. Here they dedicated 
them ­ 
selves and their children to the Lord. 
Here they prayed that those coming 
after them might follow in the fo o t­ 
steps of Christ, he strong in the bat­ 
tle against evil and tender in the win­ 
ning o f others to I Tim. 
The towers, the bulwarks and the 
palaces lof Zion represent the 
three 
fold glory of the church. The towers 
are the great truths which we 
pro­ 
claim, the Fatherhood of God, 
the 
Son ship o f Christ, the guidance and 
inspiration fif the Holy Spirit, tin* 
redemption o f man and other great 
Biblical truths, that find their source 
and centre in Christ. For Christ is 
the head o f thé church. In all things 
He is to have the preeminence.

guments. They are the lives of the 
redeemed, snir t filled, 
consecrated 
children of God. We defend t hq faith

Jesus. 
The palaces 
are 
homes 
created 
and sustained by the faith of Zion. 
The church and home worship and 
work have a tendency to dwell apart. 
Life rs broken up into seemingly unre­ 
lated parts. God planned that 
life 
should have one meaining, ofct# goal. 
Christ came to make religion 
and 


daily life one— unbroken in meaning, 
in beauty and i n worth. W hen 
you 
tell the towers, inarke the bulwarks 
and eohsider the palaces, is not 
the 
m essage worth telling to the genera« 
taions following? 


First United Presbyterian 
The sermon for the morning ser­ 
vice at the First United Presbyterian 
church, delivered by the pastor, the 
Rev. E. G. MeKibben, was based 
on 
John 17:18, **As thou didst send me 
into the world, ovun/so sent 1 them 
into the world.”

“A (*lose parallel is to be seen be­ 
tween the m ission o f our I*>rd to tlie 
world arul our mission to the world.

Congressman 
Dyer To 
Propose 


National Law to Penalize County 


In Which A Lynching Occurs 


REVISION OF AN OLD BILL 


Will Provide Grand Jury Be Called 


When Officials Fail to Secure 
Results And For $10,030 Fine

St. Louis, Mo, Nov. 26-—A national 


law to penalize the county in which 
a lynching occurs, if the local au- 
thorities fail to punish the lynchers, 
will be proposed in a bill introduc- 
ed at the session of Congress start- 
ing in December by, Congressman L. 
C. Dyer. 


The bill is a revision of Dyer's 


measure introduced at the last ses- 
sion. It will provide that a Federal 
Grand Jury be - called when county 
officials fail to secure results in .pun- 
ishment of lynching, and for a #10,- 
000 fine against a county which is 
found derelict of its duty. 


Congressman Dyer announced his 


new bill at a debate with Congress- 
man Harry B. Hawes on the ques- 
tion of .whether lynching should be 
made a Federal offense, Dyer taking 
the affirmative. 


Dyer .declared that 4,382 lynching 


had oecured in,,the United States 
in the < last thirty-seven years,- of 
which 720 victims were white per- 
sons and 107 negro women.' In all

Attorney General Daugherty Under- 
taking Work of Vigorous Prosecu- 


tion of "War Fraud Cases" 


WORK WAS HANDICAPPED 


(Special to The Daily Republican) 
Washington, Nov. 26—Attorney 


(Seneral Daugherty is tKc sort. of 
lawyer who does not try his cases' in 
the newspapers. ICor that reason, 
very little public attention has been 
"called to his vigorous prosecution of 
what are/generally called the "War 
Fraud Cases." Notwithstanding 'his 
aversion to resort to publicity meth- 
ods, he has been working hard .on the 
task of saving to the taxpayers ev- 
ery dollar that is not legally 
and 


morally due under war contracts. 


It is readily apparent that Mr. 


Daugherty undertoo'k this work un- 
der great handicaps. The war ended j 
in 1918 and most of the-war trans-|| 
actions were closed before Mr. 
Daugherty went into office; in 1921. j| 
Contracts were often loosely drawn, 1 = 
and were subject to varied 
inter- | 


pretation. Much was left to the dis- j 
cretion of officers who approved work j 
done or supplies, furnished. 
When 


settlement had been made, the pro- I 
sumption was that all proceedings [ 
had been honest and legal, and the! 
burden of proof rested entirely upon I 
the Government. Much evidence was 
difficult to secure as witnesses had 
removed from former places of resi- 
dence. 
t 


In spite of the presumtions in fa- 


vor of the regularity of transactions 
and the diffieutly of bringing suits 
three years or more after the busi- 
ness had terminated, Mr. Daugherty, 
with an appropriation of $500,000 
for this work 
recovered 
approxi- 


mately $3,500.000 in cash, got judg- 
ment for $1,225,000 more, and 
se- 


cured the indictment of 95 persons 
on criminal charges in connection 
with war transactions. Ma'iy cases 
are still pending or under investiga- 
tion in an effort to secure the evi- 
dence necessary to support them in 
court. 


Those, figures relate only to suits 


brought in courts .under the act of 
Congress making the appropriation 
for prosecution of' war fraud eases. 
In addition to that, the Attorney 
general has represented the govern- 
ment in a large number of cases in 
the Court 
of 
Claims where 
the 


claims of contractors have been (ion-, 
tested and in the?e <eases he 
lias 


saved the Government $85,300,000, 
out of a total ofv $88,300,000 in 
claims. That is to say, lie has so ef- 
fectively defended, the interests 
of 


the Government in claims brought 
by contractors whose demands he 
deemed imjust, that they recovered 
only about $3,000,000 out of $88,- 
000,000 they claimed. 


These latter figures demonstrate 


two things—first, that Attorney Gen- 
eral Daugherty did not adopt a gen- 
eral policy of contesting every claim, 
which would have been unjust 
to

"To do so 
prematurely would be inimical to the 
Government's business and in many ' 
instances might work great injustice 
to those who transacted 
business 


lionestly with the Government." It is 
easy to get publicity by announcing 
that some prominent man is under in- 
vestigation, and thus ruin his repu- 
tation, but Daugherty does not en- 
gage in that sort of business. There . 
is no publicity until the 
case is 


strong enough to take it into court 
in regular, procedure.
